Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant speaks in broad generalities as to 
office action not addressing all the limitations of the claims. In particular, the applicant argues that restricting issued access requests is not 
met . The specification provides no limiting definition for restricting, therefore the examiner is may intrepret broadly the meaning of said 
term. Therefore preventing access of the requests meets the claim limitation of said claims. 

With regards to the applicant's argument that examiner fails to meet the limitation of claim 42 of implementing a less favorable arbitration 
policy, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Again, the lack of a limiting definition allows the examiner to broadly intrepret , and thus 
Shaeffer's teaching of not allowing transactions, when the RF circuit is inactive, COL. 6, lines 18-33 meets the breadth of the claim 
language presented for consideration. 

With regards to the applicant's argument that prior art does not provide a motivation for combining the teaching of Shaeffer, and Hadwiger, 
the examiner points to the following teaching of Hadwiger. Hadwiger teaches of combining multiple cores to provide a cost effective 
solution, COL. 4, lines 32 - 54. Therefore the applicant's arguments are not considered persuasive towards patentability. 
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
